The information which my candi­ 
dacy enabled me to give the people 
why we are in war and must Win it, 
reasons for a future wise foreign pol­ 
icy, and a broaddl’ conception of the 
evil tendencies of the times and how 
to forestall them, constitute sufficient 
compensation for my loss of time and 
money though permanently retired 
from political strife. 
When I entered upon the canvass 
niety days ago I did so with the prom­
